Nobuko has been a keyfigure in the 
growth of the Asian American arts 
Scene Over the past Several yearSs. 人 A 
veteran of Broadway and films， she 
has toured the US in concerts that 
Share the Asian-American ex- 
perience through song，dance，and 
visual image. A group of Asian 
American dancers will also Per- 
form . 

Asian Health Services was 
established in 1973 as a non-profit 
community clinic in Alameda 
County. Its goal has been to Serve 
the non-English speaking， low- 
income Asian community. Alameda 
County is the home of almost 
100,000 Asians. Increasing numbers 
of immigrants and refugees in the 
past few years have made the Asian 
commltunity one of the fastest grOw- 
ing Sectors in the county. Today， 
AHS serves more than 800 patients 
a month . 

For Several years，Asian Health 
Services had been aware of the 
growing need for affordable and ac- 
cessible perinatal care by the im- 
migrant Asian community in Ala- 
meda county. Realizing that this 
need was bound "to grow，the 
organization made the commitment 
to take steps to address this Prob- 
lem . 

The staff wanted a Program that 
would be affordable, provide a full 
array of bilingual and culturally- 
Sensitive Services, and be resDOnSive 
to _ the immigrant nature of ouUTr 
community. After months of grant- 
wiiting,，planning, and preparation， 
the first patient was accepted into 
the perinatal program in July 1984. 
All services are provided in four 
-languages 一 Chinese， Vietnamese， 
Korean, and English. Medi-Cal and 
a sliding fee scale are available to 
assist patients in financing their 
medical services. All prenatal care is 
provided at AHS. Emergency care 
and deliveries _ are performed at 
Highland General Hospital. Mother 
and newborn can then return to 
AHS for their post-partum baby 
Care-. 

AHS offers prenatal classes in 
Cantonese，Mandarin，Vietnamese， 
Korean，and English; the Seven 
Class SeSsions help patients cope 
with the pregnancy and prepare for 
the delivery process. More than 20 
educational pamphlets on perinatal 
care have been developed or trans- 
lated into the four languages. 

A unique and exciting aspect of 
the program is the Labor Coach 
Volunteer Program,， which links Pa- 
tients with bilingual women 
Volunteer coaches for the 
childbirth. Coaches are recruited 
amd trained by AHS to help pace 
her breathing, involve the husband， 
provide encouragement，act as in-

terpreter，and advocate for the 
general interests of the patients. 
Labor Coach Program Coor- 
dinator Aimee Yan states，“OUur pa- 
tients have been very pleased with 
this aspect of the program. To have 
Someone translate and be available 
during such a crucial time is very 
reasSsuring for the patient,， and may 
make the delivery much less dif- 
ficult physically and emotionally.?2” 
Other services _ available at the 
perinatal clinic include prenatal 
nutrition counseling and referral 
Services for family counseling and 
pregnancy testing and counseling. 


Advocacy work is an important 
aspect of the organization， AHS 
fought against health care cutbacks， 
especially _ after Proposition 13 
passed in 1978，AHS has also 
pushed for more bilingual health 
Services and has spoken out for 


more low-cost quality health care. 

Besides the perinatal services, the 
medical clinic Provides Primary 
health care for people of all ages， 
while the optometry clinic Provides 
general eye care. 

Referral services prIovide infoFr- 
mation regarding which facilities 
offer low-cost and/or bilingual 
health care _ throughout Alameda 
County. Health education services 
include providing written materials 
in Chinese，Vietnamese，and Kor- 
ean，3aSs well as some in Laotian， 
Cambodian, and Tagalog.

“We also noticed a trend [that]

But despite the fact that the -sta 任 
of the clinic was mnulticultural and 
multilingual, wouldthename “Asian 
Women's Health Center” limit the 
centers clients to primarily Asians? 

Alice doesn't see the name 
change as being an obstacle to 
recruitimig more clients to the center. 

“Being equipped to serve Asians 
does not mean that we cannot serve 
non-Asians. jn fact，50926 of our 
clients at present are Caucasians. I 
shows that Caucasian women do feel 
comfortable getting services .here. 
Anybody would agree that ouUr 
facility looks professional， like any 
other clinic.” 

The center，aside from offering 
its regular clinical services and 
health educational materials，has 
begun a series ofbicultural childbirth 
classes，with an Asian-American 
perspective “on breast-feeding， 
prenatal nutrition，and exercises for 


labor and delivery，. 

Chow felt that“we want to start 
this off as an English class and then， 
eyentually [i more people show 
interestin this program, we will make 
it ”bilingual， with bilingual 
instructors,” 

Anotherupcoming projectforthe 
Center is the Working Women's 
Clinic which is designed for women 
Who want to get quick service， 
instead of waiting.“For a nominal 
fee, a client can obtain a pill refill, a 
diaphragm fit or any other services 
She requires without lengthy workup. 
This special clinic will startin June.” 

A promotion campaign for the 
purpose of publicizing the Center 
and its programs is on the way.“OUur 
plan is to reach out to all women 
living in the neighborhood,”Chow 
stated.“Wealso would liketo attract 
Imore working women 一 those who 
can afford to pay and don't have to 
rely on the government to pay for

Alice talked about the next Step 
in publicizing the Center.

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Reunification After 10 Years 


By EDILBERTO G. LIM 

With the fall of Saigon ten years 
ago ensued the heartbreaking 
Separation of countless Vietnamese 
from their loved ones. FEor Some, it 
was just a_ matter of time 一 a Short 
period of waiting 一 before family 
members were finally reunited in 
theirnew country. But for others, the 
waiting seemed infinite. Such was 
the case with Fan Tao Tsing and his 


wife TIo Hai Duong who 一 after 10. 


agonizing years 一 Were at long last 
together again with their two young 
Sons leftbehind in war-torn Vietnam. 

At a press conference held last 
May 10 by the American Red 
Cross 一 Golden Gate Chapter in 
San Francisco 一 the Fan family 
members were Shy but clearly 
pleased to Share their joy， When 
asSked how he felt Fan，with tears 
brimming，could only say:“LTm so 
happy 一 at last.” 

LONG NIGHTMARE 

For him，those years Spent in 
trying to get his Sons out of 
communist Vietnam and bringing 
them to the United States have been 
like a long nightmare. But the 
unceasing efforts and persistence of 
the Fan couple，aided by various 
institutions， organizations ”and 
concerned individuals finally did pay 
off after all. On April 20, 1985, the 


boys finally arrived and were 
embraced by their teary-eyed 
parents at the San Francisco 


International Airport, 

FEan was a Taiwanese national 
who served as amechanical engineer 
for the U.S9. Navy in Da Nang， 
Vietnam from 1966 to 1972. During 
his staythere,hemetandmarried 工 o 
Hal Duong，a_ nurse，and had two 
sons, Eo HungLongandPham Hung 
Thang. In 1972, Ean landed a job in 
the United States and So had to 
temporarily leave behind his wife 


and children. 

工 wo years later，he returned to 
Vietnam with the intention of 
bringing his family to Taiwan and 
then onwards to_ San Francisco. 
Earlier, his wife had applied with the 
former Vietnamese government for 
authorization to allow her children 
andherselfto leavethe country. This 
Was granted. But a few days betore 
departure，_ authorities ”wouldn't 
permittheir two boys to go along and 
their visa was cancelled. 

BOYS LEFT BEHIND 

“IT don't know why,”Fan said. 
“They only said that though Iam a 
citizen of 工 aiwan, my Sons were born 
in Vietnam and sohad to stay....But 
who knows? Maybe 站 was also 
because 工 worked forthe U.3. Navy. 
Still，I was just an engineer，not 3 
Soldier.” 

Whatever the reason for the 
cancellation，it remains a baffling 
mystery. In anycase,onlyFEan s wife 
was allowed to leave with him. TIhe 
two boys were lett behind with their 
grandparents. 

For the .Fan couple， 
abruptly separated from their 
children caused endless worry， 
misery， anger and frustrations， 
“Those 10 years were very painful 
for us,”said Fan. “Can you everT 
imagine how it feels to be separated 
from your children for that long, not 
knowing 让 you will ever see them 
again Many refugees escaped 
Vietnam by boat， but that is Very 
dangerous and my Sons were just 
babies then!” 

In the tumult of the Vietnam War， 
Fan lost touch with his in-laws. 
Communication links “between 
Vietnam and the U.S. were cut, and 
SO Fan?s correspondence had to be

COUNTLESS LETIERS 

For months, the couple did not 
know _ where their sons were， FEan 
wrote countless letters to 
Vietnamese government authorities 
fortheir assistance 一 and receivedno 
reply. Fearingthathis Sons mayhave 
been evacuated out ofthe country, he 
Placed long-distance calls to various 
refugee camps in Hong 天 ong， 
Singapore and Guam 一 and still had 
no success. But sometime in 
October，1976，his sister-in-law 
wrote him a letter informing him that 
his sons and parents-in-law were Still 
living in Saigon， now renamed Ho 
Chi Minh City-. 

In San Francisco， Fan 
immediately sought the help of close 
friend，Tai hiem，who was then 
WwWorking as 3a Social worker at the 
Red Cross. The case was referred to 
the Red Cross.Emergency ServVices， 
Which proceeded to assign three 
social workers (including Iai) to aid 
the Fans in bringing the boys and 
their grandparents out of Vietnam. 

The arduous process_ involved 
many forms，translation SerVices， 
correspondence counselling， and 
keen networking with many other 
agencies。、Much valued help was 
extended by the U.S. Embassy in 
Bangkoks Orderly “Departure 
Program, the State Department, the 
United ”Nations 一 了 1 
Commissioner， CongresSwoman 
Barbara Boxer, Sen. Alan Cranston， 
D-Greenbrae，among others. 

While Fan was working for the 
release ofhis sons, his parents-in-1aw 
back in communist Vietnam tried to 
raise the children as best as they 
possibly could.“Butlife was difficult 
there,” Said Fan. “My father-in-

Abuba has provisioned these ac- 
tors with some fine lines,， some pas- 
Sionate and heart-rending. In spots 
he has also performed the elemental 
decency of restoring the _ original 
coOarseness to the Toishan curses， 
(that were in the days of the novels 
publication necessarily euphe- 
mized).， Specifically， the phrase 
“Wow your mother!”，in Louis 
Chu's novel，is returned to its_ raw 
form，“Fuck your mother!”，a 
Toishan curse. Though uncouth，it 
is _authentic， unadulterated Toi- 
shanese. 

Amid this gush of laudatory sem- 
timent，it must be Said that one 
aspect of Chinatown bachelor life 
seemed Skimmed over in both play 
and novel.

FIRST WORK FLAWS 

The novel, published when Louis 
Chu was 46, in its momentum reads 
as any first work usually does: giv- 
ing hints of the auithor's enthusiasrm 
in the novels opening chapters， 
dragging quite perceptibly in the 
middle when the writer?s doubts 
creep in of ever making it to com- 
pletion，and then moving Swiftly 
along to its conclusion, the result of 
a wiiter's Second wind when the end 
is within his imaginative Sights.

na. 

The Foundation shall comprise a 
Board of Trustees the members of 
which shall be representatives of 
prominent Chinese in the world. 

The Board shall appoint a_ chief 
eXecutive and his associates for car- 


Trying out the decisions of the 
Board . 
The Foundation shall get its 


funding from the following Sources: 

1..Thirty percent of the fund 
shall come from the contributions 
of the CCP; 

2. another thirty percent shall 
come from the KMT; 

3. the_ remaining forty percent 
Shall come from the free contribu- 
tions of all the ethnical Chinese in 
the world regardless of their citizen- 
Ships. 

The Foundation shail seject its 
headquarters in San Francisco，CA， 
U.S.A. so that delegates from both 
the CCP and the KMT may discuss 
problems with a detached perspec- 
tive， 


CONCLUSION 


The CCP and the KMT realize 
that, to be wise, human beings have 
to learn from the past. On the other 
hand，we are also aware that we 
should not be bound or enslaved by 
the past.， After balancing all the 
relevant factors，we have reached 
the following conclusions: 

Jn the last Sixty years，we both 
have become Leviathans and are 
therefore beyond the people's econ- 
trol. 

We have So _ become because we 
were both delivered by Michael 
Borodin . 

The copying of the Russian mod- 
el has proven to be a disaster，and 
the Chinese people have voted with 
their feet. They flee from the main- 
land to Taiwan or Hong Kong, then 
from these two places to either the 
United States of Canada or Some 
other industrialized countries. The 
message is clear: the Chinese people 
like to live in a democracy where 
there is freedom . 

Jn view of the fact that most of 
the citizens in the industrialized 
countries who are Chinese descen- 
Idants are doing well in their respec- 
tive professions，we_ cannot help 
reaching the conclusion that we，as 
power holders，are really the roots 
of all political troubles in China. 
Lord .Acton is right: power cor- 
rupts. Absolute power corrupts ab- 
solutely. 

We are therefore determined to 
Shake off the yoke of the Russian 
model, and will rely upon the Chi- 
nese cujltural tradition for answers 
to Chinese problems. 

We firmly believe that problems 
faced by China should and can only 
be solved by the Chinese，whether 
they live in China or abroad. 

"We do not expect any Sage to ap- 
pear,， but we do want to institution- 
alize the vjrtues of sages. 

We earnestly hope that all those 
in the world who are ethnically Chi- 
nese will help us achieve Our goals 
of peacefully reconstructing China. 

We will do our best to exert re-
